It is not necessary that a piece 
of cloth be fast to everything-to 
hot pressing, light, perspiration, 
rubbing; street dirt; washing; sea- 
water, and wearing, An. evening

different from those for work and 


sport clothes. An evening dress is 
seldom asked to stand much’ sun- 
ed th 
soap and water, but the color used 
should not change shade to any 
extent in artificial light, should be 
fast to perspiration, and capable 
of withstanding the solvents used 
in dry cleaning. Bathing suits must 
be fast to sunlight and salt water. 
Cotton dresses must not change 
shade under a hot iron, A spring 
suit or summer dress must be fast 
to light. while Sport clothing should 
resist light. vcrspiration. and eith- 
er washing or dry cleaning. 


An elaborate system of tests has 
been set up to determine the var- 
ious fastnesses. Lamps, known as 
“Fade-Ometers'', give similar re- 
sults to sunlight exposure, but in 
a much shorter time. Perspiration 
is simulated by treatment in salt 
and acetic acid. All the 
washing, bleaching afd dry clean- 
ing operations are repeated many 
times in succession. 


It should be remembered that 
fastness is a relative term. Nothing 
is absolute and if drapes, for ex- 
ample are hanging in the bright 
sunshine day after day, some light- 
ening of shade may bt expected, 
but only after an extended period. 
It usually pays to buy more expen- 
sive goods if a guarantee is given 
to fastness.

When I was yet in the 
world, I hated all Christiahs be- 


® life of shame, I had a baby bro- 
ther, whom they tore’ from my 
mother’s arms and they killed him 
too, and I can still see the streams 
and blotches of blood all over the 
snow that moonlit night in front 
of our little miserable hut in the 
Ghetto, which was my home, the 
only home I had.

After that, strangers became 
my parents, and as you know over 
there where poverty {s common a- 
mong Jews, my life was not a bed 
of roses, and night after night, I 
cried myself to sleep for lonesome- 
ness and homesickness, and I want- 
ed my father aind mother and my 
sisters and my baby brother, But 
they were gone; they had fallen 
victims of the cruel Russian Christ- 
ijans and I hated them. Oh, how I 
hated them! I Promised myself, 
that when I became big, as big as 
Red Isaak, the biggest man in our 
refugee camp, I would go out ord 
kill as many Christians as I could, 
emd then die myself.

What Kind of a Spray Shall I Use 
In My Garden Against Insects? 


The kind of .spray you use de- 
pends upon the kind of insect which 
you must combat. There are two 
general types of insects, and there 
are sprays suitable for each. You 
must consider whether you have 
chewing or sucking insects and 
then buy your spray accordingly. 


What Is the Difference Between 
Chewing and Sucking Insects? 


Chewing insects have mouth 
parts. We might say they have 
teeth, and they eat just like a cow 
eats grass in the pasture. Many of 
the eaters not ie! use their 
mouths to get food, but they use 
them also to burrow their way into 
the plants, thus making themselves 
a home. Typical of these are the 
borers which get into the vine 
crops, and the apple worm which 
eats its way into the apple. Other 
eaters live on the leaves of plants 
and will strip a plant if left alone. 
On the other hand, the suckin 
insects have long snouts or bil 
like a mosquito. They puncture the 
skin of the plant and draw sap 
through the snout, 


What Are the Methods By Which 
You Kill the Two Types of Insects? 


Most insects at some time in 
their lives can be destroyed through 
what we call a contact suesy. n 
other words, a spray which will 
paralyze and destroy them when it 
contacts their bodies. Black Leaf 
40 is such a anESY and is used on 
almost all sucking insects, In fact, 
if it is used faithfully in the gar- 
den, it will usually do the entire 
ip. For instance, on porate vines, 

lack Leaf 40 will kill the Colo- 
rado potato beetle in the nymph 
stage. However, the grown beetles 
can be readily destroyed with lead 
arsenate sprayed on the leaves and 
at less cost. So we handle potato 
beetles in that way.

All doubt about the = influence 
which Prime Minister King, as 
Canada’s representative, exercised 
at the London conference of Com- 
monwealth prime miniéters, whs 
dissolved with the visit to Ottawa 
of the Right. Hon. Peter Fraser, 
Prime Minister of New Zealand. 
Influential anti-government circles 
in Canada, since the London gath- 
ering have been doing their ut- 
most to make it appear that Mr, 
King’s insistence on freedom of 
Dominions to reach their own con- 
clusions on world affairs, was a 
complete failure. Mr. Fraser fran- 
kly and unexpectedly dissipated 
this argument. He said that Mr. 
King was the most consistent en- 
unciator of Empire policy, and 
that no British leader had insist- 
ed upon the Commonwealth acting 
as a bloc in international issues. 


“For the Commonwealth to act 
as a unit in international affairs 
would destroy the whole efficacy 
of the world organization, only 
hope of security and prosperity in 
the post-war world,’ Mr. Fraser 
told Ottawa press correspondents. 


No dominion, he declared would 
delegate its rights to Britain or 
any other Commecnwealth nation. 
He said Canada's position was, 
‘sound and has been adopted by 
the conference as the only miéans 
of effective action toward world 
stability and high standards of liv- 
}ing after the war.

ANNIVERSARY 


Celebration of Mr. King's 25th, 
anniversary as leader of the Liber- 
al party is taking on national pro- 
portions, Perhaps no political lead- 
er so long in public affairs has 
more friends and fewer enemies, 
than the Prime Minister. On June 
8, he was 17 years Prime Minister 
of the Dominion. This record of 
length of service at the head of 
national affairs is exceeded only 
by Sir John MacDonald, who was 
Prime Minister for 19 years. Sir 
Wilfred Laurier was premier for 
a little more than 15 yeairs. Hav- 
ing announced that there will be 
an eleection within a year, Mr. 
King will have to be returned to 
power to establish a record as prim 
minister.

Provinces share 


Joint Farm Labor 
PROGRAM 


In connection with the point Do- 
minion-Provincial farm labour proe 
gr4m for the current fiscal year, 
the governments of the nine Pro 
vinces of Canada have now com= 
pleted agreements with the Do- 
minion Gov't providing for pagti« 
cipation in the scheme. The agree- 
ments all date back to April 1, 1944 
ahd cover the joint activities of 
the Department of Labour and the 


Provinces already carried opt sinc 
that date. { 


Under these agreements the Pro- 
vincidl Gov'ts share jointly with 
the Dominion the cost of recruit- 
ing, placing, and transporting the 
workers for the agriculture indus- 
try more effectively within the 
province. The Dominion agrees ta 
pay the Provincial Gov’ts up to @ 
total of $532,000 as its share of the 
joint expenditures, 


In addition to supporting the 
Provinces financiajly in  recruit- 
ing and transferring farm labour, 
the Dominion Gov't beaps the en- 
tire expenses of interprovincial 
farm movements. A sum of $300,000 
has been provided for this purpose, 
At the present time two interproe 
vincial movements are under wal, 
Fruit pickers in considerable num- 
bers from Alberta and possibly 
some from Sask., have been mada 
available to British Columbia, Also, 
a number of agricultural workers 
from the Prairie Provinces are ar- 


‘riving in the East to desist on Ont- 


ario farms, It is expected that a- 
bout 750 farm workers from the 
West will be available for work 
in the East but in all cajses will be 
returning to the Prairies in time 
to assist in their own harvest,
